PARIS, Nov. 29 (AP)—Premier 
Robert Schuman asked the Na- 
tional Assembly today for a dras- 
tic “national defense” law to curb 
strikes and sabotage. A Cabinet 
official said the powerful Gen- 
eral Confederation of Labor 
(CGT) offered to call off nation- 
wide walkouts if the Government 


withdrew the legislation. 

The Cabinet, according to this 
authority, turned down the pro- 
posal from the Communist-domi- 
nated federation. The ministers 
agreed to reconsider their action 
if the CGT first called off the 
strikes which have made 2,000,000 
Frenchmen idle. 

Police and security guards, 
cracking down on the Communists 
us a foretaste of possible action 
under the Schuman legislation, 
swooped into the plants of the 
Communist papers L’Humanite 
and Ce Soir and seized printing 
plates. Both papers had predicted 


a “reactionary coup d'etat” at 
midnight, and attacked the Schu- 
man measure.

L’Humanite’s administrator said 
his paper had printed an edition 
of 400,000 before police acted, and 
most of the copies had been sold.

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WHOLESALE PRICES, 
WAGES HIT NEW 
POSTWAR PEAKS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP)— 
Wholesale prices, retail sales and 
the wages of 13,000,000 Americans 
have climbed in the last few 
weeks. 

Figures from two Government 
agencies yesterday showed: 

1, The prices of wholesale goods 
hit a new postwar peak during the 
week ending Nov. 22. They were 
59.2 per cent higher than in 1926, 
and only 4.8 per cent below the 
record of May 1920. 

2. Workers in manufacturing 
plants earned an average of $50.97 
a week in October, a new record 
high. 

3. Retall stores sold an estimat- 
ed $10,025,000,000 worth of goods 
in October, about $700,000,000 more 
than in September and about $1,- 
100,000,000 more than in October 
1946. 

The wage and wholesale price 
figures, both from the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, were peaks hit 
after weeks of steady rising. 

It was the third consecutive 
week in which a new high mark 
was hit by the prices of wholesale 
goods, and the second month in 
which wages for the 13,000,000 pro- 
duction workers had gone beyond 
a record $50 a week. The Septem- 
ber wage average was 550.45. 

The BLS released the two sets 
of figures separately, but it com- 
mented that the wage gains were 
offset by price increases which it 
did not further identify,

Lilienthal Calls for Gener- 
al Understanding of 
Subject and Democratic

CHICAGO, Nov. 29—David . 
Lilienthal, chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, warned last 
night that democracy is “doomed 
to perish by default” unless the 
American people become informed 
about atomic energy. 

“There can hardly be any doubt 
that a principal danger to the 
people of this democracy is that 
atomic energy in our hands can 
become a threat to our basic lib- 
erties,” Lilienthal said in an ad- 
dress to the American Education 
Fellowship, He warned that a 
danger to our demecracy from 
atomic energy was a subtle one. 

“The danger is a. disregard of 
the injunction that the blessings 
of liberty are only for the vigilant, 
the eternally vigilant,” he said.

Urging education to the sig- 
nificance of the atomic era, Lilien-

The Metropolitan Church Feder- 
ation of St. Louis will request ap- 
proximately 300 member churches 
in St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty to end racial segregation in 
religious institutions, services and 
activities, it was announced to- 
day. 

A letter, signed by the president 
of the federation, the Rev. Ervine 
Inglis. of First Congregational 
Church, Webster Groves, and the 
Rev. Clark Walker Cummings, ex- 
ecutive secretary, will be mailed 
to Protestant ministers Monday, 
informing them of the new policy. 

The letter says, in part: “The 
Executive Board of the Metro- 
politan Church Federation of St. 
Louis, in — assembled on 
Friday, 31, 1947, voted 
— 7 ask the churches 
of metropolitan St. Louis to cease 
the practice of segregation in the 
local churches and church institu- 
tions; that is, to open their doors 
to fellowship, membership and 
| service regardless of race or col- 
or.“ 

Whether the letter will be read 
to congregations assembled for 

ar devotional services or to 
the official governing bodies of 
local churches will be at the dis- 
cretion of each minister, the Rev. 
Cummings said. :

A Whack at Housing Costs 


Every homeless American has reason to be 
heartened by a contract which has been signed 
by the Chicago AFL Building and Metal Trades 
Union and 17 manufacturers of prefabricated 

‘houses. It will mean a home for the homeless 
sooner, and perhaps cheaper—$1200 cheaper, 
according to the manufacturers. 

The new contract, under which the builders 
plan to produce 300,000 prefabs next year, covers 
the International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, the United Association of Journeymen 
and Apprentices (plumbers and pipe-fitters) and 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Join- 
ers. Their members will make and erect pre- 
fabs. The usual excessive number of crafts en- 
gaged in building houses is reduced from some- 
thing like a dozen.to three, which are pledged 
to avoid jurisdictional disputes. 

This is not the first contribution by construc- 


tion unionists to solution of the housing prob- 


lem. St. Louls building trades unions have been 
erecting prefabs for more than a year. In Evans- 
ville, Ind., for several years now a ClO building 
union has been doing an outstandingly good job 
in conventional house building—eliminating 
jurisdictional disputes by putting all craftsmen 
in one union, permitting adequate apprentices, 
and allowing labor-saving devices. 

There would be still more reasons for home- 
less Americans to take heart if similar contribu- 
tions were forthcoming from the business side of 
the home-building picture. But the business end 
of building construction is still weighted down 
with repressive distribution methods. 

William Levitt, president of Levitt & Sons, 


Inc., of Manhasset, L. I., biggest private house- 


builders in the East, told a House investigating 
committee in New York that home buyers could 
save one-third the cost of a $7500 house by

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Hot Issue in the County 

Many suburban street car users are opposed 
to the Public Service Co. proposals to substi- 
tute busses on St. Louis County lines. Their 
objections will be made clear to the Missouri 
Public Service Commission when it resumes 
hearings here next Monday. 

There seems to be no doubt that the com- 
pany operates some of the suburban lines at a 
heavy loss. On seven lines, the company tom- 
plains it is suffering an annual loss of $650,000 
which it says could be cut to $200,000 by busses. 

While granting that the company is losing 
money on some lines, opponents of the change 
contend that, in the interest of complete serv- 
ice to the community, the company should not 
expect to make each line self-sufficient, as long 
as the whole system makes money. 

A severe attack is expected against the com- 
pany’s further assertion that the changeover to 
busses will result in improved service. Here 


the complainants are loaded with facts and argu - 


ments to prove that the contrary is true, and 
will present witnesses to prove it. 

Particularly hostile to the changeover are 
residents of the western end of the Creve Coeur 
line and City of Ladue residents who do not 
want to give up the famous Clayton 04 line. 
In both cases there will be detailed presenta- 
tion to show how the changeover, interfering 
with old transportation practices, will cause in- 
convenience and even hardship. 


For example, the Jewish Sanitarium on Fee 


Fee road, now about a half-mile from the car 
line, would be a mile away from the proposed 
bus route. People of Ladue who now can ride 
straight to Clayton on the street car would have 
to transfer at Brentwood Boulevard and Clayton 
road to get there. Residents of Black Creek lane 
and Dromara say that abandonment of the 04 
would deprive them of their only practical pub- 
lic transportation. 

Transportation habits of the people cannot 


Tightly be changed overnight, and we are sure 


this matter, of vital concern to so many county 
residents, will be gravely considered by the 
Public Service Commission.

Vigilance Begins at Home 

Yakima, Wash., has a vigilant guardian of the 
civil rights of its citizens in Robert W, Lucas, 
editor of the Yakima Daily Republic. He knows 
that police court is the place where this pro- 
tection should begin, and he showed ‘it in what 
he did about the case of 25-year-old Bert Scott, 
born and reared in Yakima. 

Scott pleaded guilty to careless driving. Ac- 
cording to Police Judge John H. Lynch, the de- 
fendant caused a collision involving three cars 
with considerable property damage. He was 
fined $50 and sentenced to 90 days in jail. This 
punishment the Judge suspended on the con- 
dition that “the defendant would leave the state 
immediately and stay away for five years.” 

Editor Lucas promptly criticized this as basing 
the suspension on à condition of exile.” With- 
out in the least defending careless driving or 
é@xtusing the offender, Mr. Lucas found 
no authority for such judicial action and 
said so in a leading editorial. Describing extra- 
judicial orders of this sort as “expedients by 
which the purposes of justice appear to be 
served,” he said their real effect was to “cor-

This is a perfect application of the tests set 
up by Justice Douglas of the United States 
Supreme Court in his recent Rhode Island Bar 
Association address: What goes on in jails and 
courts? How long are prisoners kept incommun- 
icado before being booked? Are odious general 
warrants making their appearance? Do all 
prisoners enjoy the right to counsel? Are 
juries drawn without discrimination? And so on. 

The place to protect civil rights is not in 


Washington or some other seat of government 
but in each city, town and village in the land. 
Local police stations and loeal courts are the 
focal points. It is the duty of the bar and of 
the press to watch these everywhere with the 
vigilance of Editor Lucas of the Yakima Republic. 
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The City Intervenes 

The petition filed by the City of St. Louis 
with the Missouri Public Service Commission 
against the proposed telephone rate increase is 
not in itself a formidable document, It raises 
some excellent points, but in many important 
areas it is merely a blank which may or may not 
be filled in at the hearings in Jefferson City. 
The city administration will have to be judged 
by the evidence it brings to fill in these blanks 
and the vigor with which it presses its case in 
the hearings. 


For example, the city asks that the Public : 


Service Commission “give special attention to 
the parent-subsidiary relationship existing be- 
tween A.T.&T. and the wholly owned South- 
western Bell.” 

This is broad enough to include the license- 

gement fee amounting to two and a half 
— — per year; the virtual monopoly of West- 
ern Electric, another A.T.&T. subsidiary, over 
sales of equipment to Southwestern Bell; the 
similar junk-purchasing monopoly enjoyed* by 
Western Electric over the operating company, 
and other devices used by the parent corpora- 
tion to maximize its profits in ways not reflected 
in the rate of return permitted by the P. S. C. 

In the matter of Southwestern Bell’s financ- 
ing, the city’s petition is more effective, The 
city argues that the cost of money has fallen 
sharply in recent years and that the reduced 
cost of capital should be reflected in a lower 
rate of return on the company’s investment. 

The city apparently questions the habitual 
dividend of 9 per cent which Southwestern Bell 
pays on its common stock. All this common 
stock is bought by the parent corporation, 
A.T.&T. buys it at its par value of $100, al- 
though the dividend rate would make it worth 
on the open market at least $150. 

The city would correct this by having the com- 
mon stock sold at competitive bidding, so that 
Southwestern Bell would get the full value. 

The city's case will rise or fall on the thor- 
oughness of the evidence and the arguments 
with which it is presented. St. Louis has not 
put into the case the same effort exerted by 
Kansas City, which has hired a telephone rate 
expert and prepared a full analysis. 


in 
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State Aid, Within Limits 

St. Louis justly asks the state for aid with 
its fiscal problem, but the city administration’s 
present proposal may go too far, It could 
cause a defeat for the whole effort. 

Of the three key measures, one is entirely 
sound. The state would reduce income taxes 
one-half and empower local governments to 
levy an equal amount. The state can well afford 
to share this part of its taxation province. 

However, the city is also party to a plan to 
distribute the state’s $31,000,000 surplus to 


local governments. On top of the proposed state 


income tax reduction and the city's proper re- 
quest for the state to assume the $1,400,000 
annual burden of City Sanitarium and St. Louis 
Training School, it will almost surely draw con- 
certed opposition from rural Missouri. 

The third key proposal already has spirited 
local opposition. The city still seeks to levy a 
flat-rate tax on gross earnings. 

Flat-rate taxes violate ability to pay. That 
made little difference in dollars and cents under 
the one-fourth of 1 per cent levy which the 
courts threw out. It would make a great differ- 
ence if a higher rate were charged. And Mayor 
Kaufmann's announced purpose is to raise the 
rate substantially. 

Before submitting this program to the Legis- 
lature, the city administration should take a 
long, hard look. Otherwise excessive zeal for 
state help may combine with bad tax principle 
to defeat the relief to which the city is entitled, 
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Yardstick for Programs 


No private program and no public policy, 
in any sector of our national life, can now 
escape from the compelling fact that if it 
is not framed with reference to the world, 
it is framed with perfect futility.

Is our policy of junking our wartime eco- 
nomic controls, our refusal to attack vigorously 
and effectively the problem of inflated prices, 
framed with reference to the world? 

Are our business-as-usual attitudes, our re- 
luctance to mold our industrial programs to meet 
the world emergency, framed with reference to 
the world? 

Is Mr. Knutson’s plan of cutting income taxes 
regardless of the effect upon our aid to Europe 
program framed with reference to the world? 

Is our neglect of Alaska, more especially its 
defenses, framed with reference to the world? 

Is our folly in allowing our vital aircraft in- 
dustry to disintegrate framed with reference to 
the world? 

Is what Bernard M. Baruch calls our foot- 
dragging in the matter of industrial prepared- 
ness framed with reference to the world? 

Is our failure to keep our defense up to par 
framed with reference to the world? 

Is our continued shipment of lend-lease goods 
to Russia framed with reference to the world? 

Whenever the answer to such questions as 
these is “No,” then; says Mr. Stimson, the re- 
sult is perfect futility. 

It seems to us that our former Secretary of 
State and of War has provided a most chal- 
lenging and excellent yardstick with which we 
can measure the precise usefulness of our poli- 
cles in the midst of a world in turmoil.

Consensus of 16 experts is that present tensions may give way to 
a settlement based on either mutual respect for each other's military 
power or on diplomatic negotiation; none of them predicts a war; 
all but two see a 50-50 or better chance for a peaceful outcome.

What's'really behind the current tension 
between Russia and the United States? 
Will this tension continue toward a danger- 
ous crisis?

To get a representative cross-section of 
informed opinion, Newsweek polled 16 rec- 
ognized experts.

tions in it. Mr, Winant was like that in 
London, He never was one to go around 
whispering secrets. 

He quotes from two or three of his per- 
sonal reports to President Roosevelt, — 
scribing the human problems dogging the 
British people in their most trying and 
hazardous moments of the war. Mr. Winant 
set out to pay deep tribute to the people 
with whom he lived during the war. His 
attachment and devotion to them and his 
respect for them emerge from every page. 

The book should have a salutary effect 
on those people, particularly in America, 
who are inclined to belittle the British war 
effort and paint Britain as the ogre of the 
postwar world, It also gives a good per- 
spective to the background of Britain's 
troubles today when the nation is trying 
so desperately to stave off economic ruin. 

To students of the social impact of war 
on a country like Britain, Mr. Winant’s 
account of the British home front is ex- 
tremely valuable. By the end of the war 42 
per cent of the nation’s employed popula- 
tion was serving in the armed forces or 
working for them in industry. “No other 
country,” Winant observes tersely, “can 
show a higher degree of mobilization.” 

„ Winant analyzes the way Britain 
achieved this enormous degree of mobiliza- 
tion and still retained the important ele- 
ments of democracy. “Traditional belief in 
individual liberty was so great that even 
after compulsory powers existed they were 
not used until everything had been done 
to find a job that the worker would take 
willingly.” 

Perhaps that is the chief lesson to be 
found in Mr, Winant's book—and in Brit- 
ain today.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 29 (AP) 
—Former Under Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson asserted last 
night that the $22,000,000,000 in as- 
sistance asked by 16 countries for 
a four-year, rehabilitation program 
is essential for the recovery of 
western Europe. 

The United States can furnish 
aid sought here “without injury to 
our own resources and economy,” 
Acheson said in an address to 
the Commonwealth Club. 

“The representatives of the 
European countries who formu- 


their co-operative program,” | © 


Acheson said, “were realistic in - 


their approach and fully prepared 
to share as much of the burden 
themselves as they possibly could.” 
Estimate of Needs Held Sound. 

The speaker said he was con- 
vinced that western Europe had 
not asked for more aid from this 
hemisphere than it needed, but he 
added: 

“It is highly probable that as to 
some few items—farm machinery, 
for instance—the quantities asked 
for may be in excess both of our 
lcapacity to furnish and of Fu- 
rope’s capacity to put to immedi- 
ate use. “It is also quite probable 
that as to other items which 
Europe proposes to supply for her- 
self her own capacity may have 
been overestimated.” 

The former under secretary said 
the Marshall plan “presents a 
soundly calculated risk.” 

He emphasized, however, that 
“we must act at every turn with 
our eye, on the result to be 
achieved, which is a recovered 
and self - supporting western 
Europe. Primarily, this means that 
our aid must be sufficient and 
that we should not whittle it 
down, for by doing so we turn 4 
recovery program into mere re- 
lief. 

“No sensible businessman would 
join in a reorganization on a 
basis so. skimpy that it could not 
succeed. To do 80 is to insure loss 
and failure.” 

Acheson cautioned that, in con- 
sidering the amount of aid which 
must.come from the United States 
Treasury, this country should not 
“attempt a saving by overestimat- 
ing the contributions which can 
be made by other countries in the 
Western Hemisphere and by the 
International Bank. 

Ability of Other Nations to Aid. 

“It is highly desirable,” he said, 
“that other countries should help 
to the full extent of their ability, 
but their ability is limited by 
troubles of their own, and we are 
deluding ourselves and needless- 
ly risking disaster by relying 
heavily upon them.” 

Acheson said he had heard talk 
that the European peoples are 
not working and want the United 
States to support them. 

“It is certainly u strange way 
to go about such a purpose to 
ask for materizls which are of 
use only to work with or on,” 
he commented. 

“Furthermore, it simply is not 
and cannot be the fact that the 
people of Great Britain raised 
their production’ above prewar 
levels without working, or that 
the people of northwestern Europe 
raised theirs to 85 to 95 per cen 
of prewar without working, unless, 
of course, we assume that before 
the war they produced without 
working. 

“Common knowledge is quite to 
the contrary, that they were and 
are particularly h:.rd working and 
industrious people. In fact, the 
wonder is that, at the present 
time with wornout machinery run 
to the limit by Allies and enemies 
alike for 10 years they could do 
0 much.“ |

The policy under which the 
Navy will be permitted to con- 
tinue operation of the Naval Air 
Station at Lambert-St, Louis Field 
was reviewed yesterday by the 
executive committee of the Muni- 
cipal Airport Commission.

Freakish Blow Now 150 Miles 
at Sea—Heavy Rain 
Follows It. 


MIAMI, Fla., Nov. 28 (AP)—A 
freakish storm which sank 20 
small boats and ripped a Navy 
blimp from its mooring at Key 
West, with winds as high as 86 
miles an hour in the Florida keys 
yesterday, was found today about 
150 miles southeast of Miami.

W. U. Junks Its 
Wood Bleachers 
For Steel Kind 


Permanent bleachers, with a 
“ramework of steel, will be in- 
stalled in the Washington Univer- 
sity field house to replace tem- 
porary wooden stands which had 
been used in the field house and 
at Francis Field, Athletic Direc- 
tor Blair Gullion said today. 

Two sections of the wooden 
stands collapsed at Francis Field 
while the homecoming football 
game was in progress two weeks 
ago, injuring 22 pérsons. Gullion 
expressed doubt that the portable 
stands ever would be used again 
either at Francis Field or in the 
field house. 

The new bleachers, seating 1500 
persons, will be fastened to the 
middle baicony and floor of the 
field house. They are telescopic 
and, when foided, are two feet 
wide and nine feet high. Badmin- 
ton and volleyball courts can be 
used in the field house acter the 
bleachers are pushed back, Gullion 
explained. Delivery of the new 
bleachers is expected before 
Christmas. In the meanwhile, 
spectators at baskeball games sit 
on benches set in concrete in the 
upper balcony or on chairs on the 
floor. 

Cause of the -ollapse of the 
stands at Francis Field, univer- 
sity officials said, was “the sink- 
ing of the upright supports of the 
bleachers into the ground softened 
by recent heavy rains.”

SUT OPPOSING 
-SENTNERCALLED 
HARMFUL TO UE 


Right-Wing Group 
Should Have Used Un- 


ion Procedure. 


The election committee of Dis- 
trict 8, CIO United Electrica], Ra- 
dio & Machine Workers, said in 
a report made public today that 
“serious harm” has been done to 
the union through the lawsuit filed 
by a right-wing group which dis- 
puted the election of William Sent- 
ner, an avowed Communist, and 
his left-wing slate as district of- 
ficers. 

Plaintiffs in the suit either did 
not know that remedies existed 
within the union for settling their 
complaints or “they simply did 
not want to follow the democratic 
procedure provided the union,” the 
committee stated, 


To defend the suit, a consider- 
able amount of district funds must 
be expended, although the union 
cannot afford to do so, it was 
stated, 


The committee said the right- 
wing faction resorted to court ac- 
tion before the committee had re- 
ceived all the ballots, tabulated 
tally sheets or heard contests. 
“This law suit,” it added, “at- 
tempted to have certain candi- 
dates declared elected officers be- 
fore the constitutional require- 
ments of the union were, or could 
have been, met.” 

In its report, which will be sent 
within the next few days to all 
locals in the district, the commit- 
tee states its conclusions that 
Sentner and his slate were duly 
elected ‘to office. District 8 em- 
braces Missouri, Iowa and parts 
of Illinois, Indiana, Kansas and 
Arkansas, 

Although irregularities were 
found that “would justify voiding” 
of elections by Local 813, which 
returned a large majority for 
Sentner, and by Local 1102, which 
favored the right-wing slate head- 
ed ‘by Frank Lenhardt, the com- 
mittee said it was not taking such 
action because final results of the 
election would not be changed, 

“Indeed, the majority of those 
declared elected would be consid- 
erably. greater if such particular 
local elections were voided,” the 
report stated. 

Other reasons advanced by the 

committee for not voiding the elec- 
tions are that the irregularities 
arose through the conduct of local 
officers rather than of the gen- 
eral membership and that the wel- 
fare of the entire union would be 
affected adversely. 
The committee, composed of Sam 
Silverman, Richard Skillman and 
John Foeller, first discussed re- 
ports of irregularities in locals 
1102 and 1108, both of which gave 
majorities to Lenhardt, before tak- 
ing up complaints against the bal- 
loting by 813, an Evansville (Ind.) 
local. 

It found that the irregularity in 
the use of eligibility lists in the 
1108 balloting was not enough to 
“taint the election,” 

Oscar A. Ehrhardt, executive 
secretary of the CIO Industrial 
Union Council, was instructed yes- 
terday by Circuit Judge Francis E. 
Williams to file a second, supple- 
mentary report on the union’s re- 
cent election. 

Judge Williams issued his order 
at the request of Dan P. Rear- 
don, attorney for Lenhardt, who 
said he believed the court should 
receive a more detailed report of 
the votes cast by the Evansville 
local in the election last: month.

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Big Winter Offensive Predicted in Manchuria; Steady Polit- 
ical and Economic Disintegration Reported 
Within China

With a big winter Communist offensive 
predicted in Manchuria, the Chinese situation 
appears te be approaching another crisis. 
That this may be the ultimate one—at least 
so far as Chiang Kai-shek's Nationalist gov- 
ernment: is concerned—has been suggested 
by reports of steady political and economic 
disintegration within Chins. It takes close 
to 100,000 Chinese dollars to buy one United 
States dollar in the Shanghai black. market. 
Wages cannot keep up, and with 80 per cent 
of the Nationalist government's expenditures 
going for war against the northern rebels, 
needed rebuilding is at a standstill. 


@ Even the war is not going very well tor 
Chiang Kai-shek. After two years his ill- 
nourished troops still are unable to dislodge 
the rebellious Reds from key positions in 
North China and Manchuria. His troops 
have a habit of deserting, frequently with 
their American-supplied arms, while enemy 
guerrillas constantly filter back behind the 
lines into libero ted territory. Corruption, 
which last spring caused Lt, Gen, Albert C. 
Wedemeyer to urge a Nationalist house- 
cleaning as a preliminary te more U. S. aid, 
still weakens Chiang Kai-shek's regime, The 
report which Gen. Wedemeyer was preparing 
has not yet been made public. Nevertheless 
Secretary ef State George Marshall has sug- 
gested an appropriation’ of $300,000,000 for 
immediate relief in China. 


@ But the Nanking minister of economic 
affairs, Chen Chi-Tien, said that the Chinese 
government would need at least $3,000,- 
000,000 over three years. He galled Mar- 


shall's figure “a drop in the bucket.” “Al- ” 


ready, it is estimated, the United States has 
spent $1,300,000,000 in helping’ China-—aid 
which has ranged from food to military sup- 


plies and the equipping of a Nationalist navy, 


@ In the United States a situation reminiscent 
of wartime rivalries now is shaping up. During 
the war many partisans accused the Govern: 


be 


ment of favoring the European theater of 
operations over the Pacific theater. Now 
New York's Gov. Thomas Dewey, whe is 
considered a possible Republican presiden- 
tial eandidate, has demanded that aid for 
China should be given immediate admin- 
istrative attention,”’ At Manchester, N. HH., 
he said he was “deeply disappointed” in 
President Truman's speech to the special ses- 
sion of Congress, which stressed European aid 
without mentioning the Orient. 


@ New trouble for the Nationalists is seen 
in growing separation sentiment in South 
China, where nearly: half of Heinen island 
is. still Communist-held. Formosa, the great 
and: over-populated island south of Japan, 
is wracked by discontent with the Chinese 
Nationalist overlords. Leaders say they 
will ask the United Nations for the island's 
independence. Russian spokesmen have 
accused the United States of wanting 
Formosa as a military base, though. this 
assertion was denied. Russia's possible role 
in Chinese Red resistance to Chiang has 
never been clearly defined. The Nanking 
government does not officially say that Russia 
is backing the northerners, but Vice President 
Sun Fo told an interviewer that the Russians 
gave Chinese Communists enough. captured 
Japanese weapons to arm 1,000,000 soldierk. 
@ Korea, the independent peninsula between 
China and Japan, has long been the scene 
of a Soviet-American deadlock which some 
observers sey may only be resolved by a 
separate peace with American-held southern 
Korea. A United Nations commission has 
been delegated by the U.N. Assembly to hold 
elections in Korea before next April. Since 
V day, Korea has been the center of con- 
flict between United States policy and that 
of Russia in the Far East.
